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1, During the above mentioned period of time AICDCK, OBOPUS informant of 
Albanian activities in Lavrion, reported to the witer on four separate occasions. 
Since the latter part of December 1953 AICOCK has been bearing the brunt of re- 
porting to OBOPUS on the status of Albanians and their activities in Lavrion. 

2. Follovdng are items of information which are of interest and value to 
OBOPUS reported by AICOCK: 

a. On the 18th of February AICOCK informed the writer that Identity 1, 
a member of the XMT'IALSDICTS in Lavrion, had become disillusioned with his party 
policy toward HTNEIGH and indicated regret for not having supported Henry R. 
?vtelament. AICOCK further stated Identity 1 was not alone in his new attitude in 
that approximately six or seven other XNMALEDIGTS supported his views. These 
same dissidents also indicated refusal to sign any petitions against KTt'IEIGH or 
MALAf/iEI'JT. 



b. During the meeting of 24 February AICOCK reported that the S'ilvIALSDIGTS 
at Lavrion appeared during that weak to be on friendlier terms with Lavrion 
authorities. This is contrary to past attitude of camp authorities regarding 
XJJMALSDICTS, AICOCK reported that Identity 2, an Albanian laivyer in Athens 

who is a personal friend of Richard N. Zeff, paid a visit to the camp authorities 
in Lavrion. During this visit Subject was accompanied by tvdo Greek Army Officers. 
AICOCK stated he attempted to learn the reason for Subject’s visit to Lavrion but 
was unsuccessful. Among the rumors concerning this lawyer's trip to Lavrion, the 
most prominent one concerned the disappearance and imprisonment of RNERANDY, 

c. On the 3rd of March AICOCK submitted the Albanian refugee status report 
which covered a period of three months and brought OBOPUS files up to date, 
RNBRANDY previously had been charged vlth this responsibility, 

d. During the meeting on 10. March the wTiter discussed with AICOCK the 
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writer discussed I’d.th AICOCK the C~ brief (Ref. SGAA-BR21, 

9 March 1954). At this time AICOCK iras assignee the task of performing this 
project. AICOCK further sutaiitted a list of Albanians requested by OBOPUS 
Vviio reside in Lavrion vdth his evaluation of each case. 
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
